ST. PETERSBURG (10 October 1910) Today British troops, under the 

command of General the Marquess 
of Pevensey, retook Tsar Peter ! s city on the Neva* Their entry 
was expected, following the crushing Turkish defeat at the Second 
Battle of Narva • 

Reports are entering^ along with the victorious British troops, 
of this great slaughter* At this early date, it appears that a 
brilliant combined operation of British military and naval forces 
crushed a mixed force of Turks and Austrians which attempted to re- 
sist the offensive. The Turkish Fifth Army was killed, wounded, or 
captured almost to the last man, and the Austrian Fourth Army has 
fallen back to a defensive position In Livonia, British units in- 
volved in the triumph were the Fifth and Sixth Armies 3 and the 
Second Fleet, 

Following the men of the Fifth Army are long files of Turkish 
prisoners, en route to prison camps in the vicinity of Tammerfors. 
Colonel General Motawakkil, commander of the defeated Turkish force, 
was killed on the field of battle — the same field where Karl XII 
of Sweden defeated Peter I in 1700. 

General Pevensey, the head of one of the oldest noble houses in 
England, shows cautious enthusiasm about the future of British mili- 
tary operations in Russia, u After several years of confusion," he 
told me at an exclusive Interview in the Winter Palace, "the reso- 
lution of these shifting alliances favors England, The war is now 
unequivocably between England, with her client-state France, on one 
hand, and this jerry-built alliance of Austro-Hungar ians , Italians 5

ST* I VAN 3 BURG (28 November 1902) In a well-planned coup d'etat. 

Tsar Ivan VIII was overthrown to- 
day by Admiral Prince Alexander : Shuisky, who was supported by the 
sailors of the Cronstadt fortress, 

"With this Restoration, the three-hundred -year usurpation of 
the Romanov dynasty has come to an end I" Admiral Shuisky told a 
hastily summoned conference of reporters after his couj>. "The Ro- 
manovs never had any right to the Russian throne. As a direct des- 
cendant of -Tsar Vasili Shuisky^ the last Tsar before the Romanov 
usurpation, I am taking the throne with the title of Alexander IV." 

The new Tsar then announced a number of emergency measures, 
pending the convocation of a new Imperial Duma* Among these ukases 
were the following of greatest interest' 

Vllt The former Tsar, the so-called Ivan VIII, will be sent 
to join his predecessors Ivan VII and Nikolai II at St. Ivan Yurov- 
divi ! s Monastery in Magadan. 

XI Vs The Patriarch Gapon will be continued in office. 

XXIX s A certain American, Cecil B 0 DeMille, together with his 
film company, will be formally expelled from Russia, where they have 
just arrived to film a picture glorifying the usurper Romanov. 

XXXI Is Turkey and Austria-Hungary will be given formal diplo- 
matic notice that the Russian Empire is the protector of all the 
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small nations of the Balkans* These include Rumania, Bulgaria, 
Serbia, Montenegro. Albania, Greece, Makedonia, Bosnia, Herzegovina, 
Transylvania j Croatia, Slovenia, Rumelia, Slovakia, Carpathia, 
Bohemia, and Southern Dobrudja. 

MAGADAN (1+ December 1902 ~ DWE) The American producer of "motion 

pictures " arrived here today 9 the 
victim of \^hat may be the saddest political joke of the c^utury,, 

DeMille, it appears, had arrived in St* Ivans burg on 2? 
November, proclaiming himself to be Ivan IX, the rightful ruler of 
the Russias* He made a long speech proclaiming himself the direct 
descendant of one of the Kievian princes, or rather of the bastard 
son of one of the Kievian princes, fathered without benefit of 
marriage to a wandering gypsy woman of unknown name* He was barely 
finished when the soldiers, of Tsar Alexander IV ! s private guard 
arrived and bore him off, 

DeMille said he was n only foolin 1 " but the Tsar was inflexible, 
pointing out that all other pretenders to the Russian throne had 
be exiled to Magadan, and that DeMille, as a legitimate pretender, 
must also go, 

"He doesnH have much of a sen.se of humor, 11 DeMille commented. 

MAGADAN (7 December 19 05) Sultan John Lewis, former ruler of- the 

Ottoman Empire, arrived here today, the 
victim of another sad political joke* 

Lewis, on a friendly visit to the newly confirmed Tsar Alexander 
IV in St s Ivansburgj stopped on his tour of the city with the Tsar 
to make a speech to a small group of sailors , Lewis, in a direct 
and embarrassing reference to the unfortunate DeMille incident of 
last week, proclaimed that he was really Tsar Ivan X, direct de as- 
cendent of a Mongol chieftan of the tenth century AD, whose claim 
to the Russias surely predated Alexander's. 

He was in Magadan two days later • 

"All I regret," said Lewis philosophically grinding his teeth, 
"is leaving that weasel Gunther Schuller to manage the Empire. He 
could finish a thousand years of proud history." 

MAGADAN (t2 December 1902) Gunther Schuller, former ruler of the 

Ottoman Empire, former mouthpiece to his 
divine majesty Sultan John Lewis, arrived here today, victim of yet 
another sad practical joke, 

Schuller, standing in the royal bedroom of the Imperial Palace 
in Constantinople admiring his new Sultan Suit, proclaimed himself 
Ivan XI, Tsar of the Russia's by reason of his direct descent from 
the short-reigned Tsar Ivan X, his illegitimate father. 

Schuller was immediately seized by two sailors' of the Kronstadt 
fortress garrison on leave, and exiled to Magadan* 

MAGADAN (17 December 1902) Charles Ben al Mingus, former Grand 

Vizier of Turkey, arrived here today, 

victim of a political joke that gets sadder ever five days. 
"Who did you say you were," asked John Lewis grimly, 
"No one," said Mingus dazzedly, all I did was sing' a few lines 

from "Borus Gudinov" to some sailors from the Kronsta * a , "

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MAGADAN (22 December 190?) Miles Davis, John Coltrans 5 and Ornette 

Co Ionian , former Admirals of tho Turkish 
Navy, arrived hero today 3 victims of certainly the tritest political 
joke of all time. 

The Admirals said that, in keepings with the holiday season, 
they had been sitting in a Rumanian tave.ry singing a Christinas Carol 
when a squad of sailors from tho Cronstadt fortress and seized tnem, 
and carried them off to a quick trial and then nxile. T^y coj».d 
not help noting that the list of charges had boon read fruM a ulneo- 
graphed circular-

MAGADAN (28 December 1902) John Boardman, former physics professor 

at Borrklyn College, Brooklyn,' N.Y, , 
arrived here today, victim of a political joke mercifully forgotten 
by the editors of this journal. 

Boardman said he had been writing letters to one John Koning 
when he was seized from his Brooklyn apartment by three very tired 
sailors from the Cronstadt fortress, handed a scrap of paper stamped 
-Guilty" and shipped off to Magadan* He had been writing to Koning 
iv. reference to a game called Diplomacy in which the two were en- 
gaged, but Boardman saw no connection between the game and his im- 
prisonment-,

CONSTANTINOPLE (l J a nuary 1903 - OWE) Sultan Suleiman the Insig-

the garrison of the Cronstadt fortress • 

"In reply to your unspoken question," he said, addressing the 
crowd* "I am not, nor ever will be, related in any way to any ruler 
of Russia, past or future* 1 don't like the weather in Magadan," 

PARIS King Charles states that since France has liberated Belgium 
from Germany its independence will be celebrated July *fth v 
or as soon as the French Army moves out, . whichever comes first!
